combined before，and who con- 
tributed not only money，but 
intense interest for this single 
Droject. 

COMMITTEE

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Chinese Hospital OKays Clinic, 
9igns Contractffor Consfrucfion

SANFRANCISCO 一 Finally. 

The Chinese Hospital has 
signed a contract with Cahill 
Construction for the building of 
its outpatient clinic，and demoli- 
tion of two old buildings at Jack- 
Son and Powell，across from the 
hospital, began last weekend. 

The Cahill contract，reputed 
near $5.5 million，was signed 
June 6,，and while it is a begin- 
ning, it-is also the end of a long， 
winding roadtowards the clinic:

“The outpatient facility could

That statement proved prophet- 
ic and an understatement，at 
least regarding the controversy 
generated by Chinese Hospital's 
plan to build an outpatient clinic. 
For the past 212 years，the 


ministration have argued, fought， 
compromised,， and stalemated 
through board meetings,，demon- 
strations, and a court suit. 
COSTS 

While a Hill-Burton federal 
subsidy has remained static at 
$871,801,， inflation has been cor- 
roding the value of the dollar and 


construction costs _ have driven 
the estimated cost of the project 
from about $3.37 million to abonut 
$5.5 milljion . 

Another more fundamental 
question at stake during this 
period was the issue of who runs 
Chinese Hospital. Throughonut 
most of 1973-74 two factions， 
both of whom could be con- 
sidered members ofthe conserva- 


tive hierarchy of Chinatown， 


locked horns in board meetings 
and a court suit over a disputed 
election. One faction，led by res- 
taurateur Park Louie, backed the 
construction of an outpatient clin- 
ic，Another ,group，headed by 
pro-Taiwan power Foo Hum，op- 
posed ii. Some doctors suported 
the clinic，while others were very 
lukewarm，Administrators were 
caught in the middle. 

Chinatown newspapers editori- 
alized amnd Teported .on every 
board meeting and almost every 
Chinatown .organization became 
involved due to the unique set-up 
of the Chinese Hospital board， 
which .draws its members from 
fifteen different Chinese associ- 
ations and organizations. 

PRESIDENT 

Early this year ip a surprise 
move，a compromise candidate 
stepped forward and took over 
the presidency of the Chinese 
了 ospital board. With, seemingly， 


everything to lose and nothing to 
gain,， Steven Fong,， an influential 
businessman and power in the 
Chinese Six Companies and Chi- 
nese Chamber of Commerce,tookK 
Over the hot spot at the head of 
the board. 

Fong stunned conservatives 
and liberals alike by attending 
marathon meetings，keeping a 
low profile，and convincing neu- 
tral or wavering members of the 
board to support the clinic. Out- 
patient opponents who thought 
that Fong would scuttle the proj- 
ect Were very Upset. 

Dr. Rolland Lowe，who accom- 
panied Fong to many association 
briefings，compliments him for 
his endurance and patience. One 
hospital administrator gives 了 Rong 
credit for the recent final 11-4 
ratification vote that gave the'out- 
patient clinic the go-ahead. 

FINANCING 

Firstbank Mortgage Corpora- 
tion of Seattle is loaning the 
hospital about $3.2 million under 
a 3 per cent federal subsidy at 
9.056 per cent interest and an- 
other $1,063,764 federal FHA 
loan unsubsidqized at 9.056 per 
cent. Bank of Orient，where Fong 
is employed，has loaned the 
hospital $350,000. 

According to the administrator 
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GILDED GHETTO 


San Francisco Mayor Joseph Alioto's repeated declarationgs 
at the Office of Community Development public hearings 
that “Chinatown is not a ghetto . . .Chinese people stay 
there because that's where all the action is” are very dis- 
turbing. 

First,， they directly_ contradict highly publicized reports by 
his own staff that the Chinatown population is seven times 
that of the San Francisco average; that over one-quarter of 
the city's substandard housing is in Chinatown, that outdoor 
space for Chinatown residents is one-ninth the minimum 
standard for San rancisco; and that rents in Chinatown have 
increased fifty per cent since 1960. 中 

Second, the mayor's not-a-ghetto claim obviates his previ- 
ous public appeals for federal funds to assist Chinese immi- 
grants in San Francisco. This spring，he urged passage of 
Congresswoman Patsy Mink's“Gateway Cities”Bill to assist 
newly arrived immigrants. As a member of President Ford's 
National Advisory Committee for the Resettlement of South- 
east Asian Refugees，he has conducted a conference on 
Asian immigration. His June 19 statement negates and re- 
verses his prior position . 

We are flly cognizant of the fact that Chinatown is quaint 
and exotic to those who do not have to live here，that it is 
accordingly attracting more than its due share of tourist 
money，that it imparts a_ certain ring and appeal to political 
rhetoric, that it is a convenient tool for those who are inter- 
ested in hopping on the Vietnamese refugee bandwagon，as 
a stepping stone to something bigger and higher. 

However, beneath the gilded exterior，Chinatown is a com-

munity of human beings, persons Who need decent housing,、 
employment，health，education，and social services. Such - 


ServVices cannot be implemented adequately without funding. 
And the funding that is now avilable is，after all, for commnu- 
nity development. 

The Mayor's Office is now preparing a proposed program 
for spending the $6.8 million federal funding，before public 
hearings to be held in August， 

We have paid our share of the taxes. We should now 
demand our fair share. Let our Mayor and Number One 
Pubjlic Servant know.

Iam deeply bothered by Emory 
Lee's apparent rebuttal ( 卫 /W 
6/25X75) to Connie Yu's warning 
on the Vietnamese exiles ( 卫 /WV 
5/14775). 


In his article Lee says “No 
definitive study has yet been 
published or compiled which 
gives us an accurate and compre- 
hensive socioeconomic profile on 
the more than 120,000 Vietnam- 
ese refugees now in the U.S. or 
Guam” and then he says， sta- 
tistical finds remain open to 
question because of the sampjling 
techniques utilized…; but he goes 
on to quote figures anyway to 
give“an initial assessment.… 


Having recognized the mnon-exis- 
tence of any reliable studies，Lee 
quotes unreliable figures and 
upon those nebulous figures ac- 
cuses Asian Americans who are 
hesitant to give a blanket wel- 
come to all of the Vietnamese as 
being“self-serving.”He said the 
figures were questionable and 
then used those figures to“dis- 
prove” Connie Yu's argument 
that wealthy Vietnamese who co- 
operated with'the U.S. .against 
their own people were among the 
refugees. 


On the contrary， when Yu 
wrote her article, it was when the 
first planeloads of exiles landed 
in America，The media were 
quite _ efficient in photographing 
those first Vietnamese to arriVe. 
A week before the liberation of 
Saigon，Nguyen Cao 及 y was 
quoted as saying he would fight 
to the end，and the local press 
photographed his bejeweled wife 
arriving at Travis Air Force Base. 
One week later,，Ky was flown to 
the U.S. courtesy of the Ameri- 
can taxpayers. In a jlater inter- 
view, Ky bemoaned that he“only 
has $32,000 on which to live. 


If Lee read Victor Marchetti's 
book on the CIA, he would realize 


that the Vietnamese agents and 
collaborators of America's geno- 
cidal pojlicies ip Southeast Asia 
Would be the first ones processed 
in and out of the refugee camps. 
No _ studies would have been 
started in time to document those 
persons Yu was Warning Us 


about. Any future studies，how-= 
ever well-documented and reli- 
able，will zot reveal those “refu- 
gees” who were immediately 
cleared by U.S$. authorities who 
knew prolonged confinement of 


certain Vietnamese inight en- 
danger“national Security” (they 
know too much about secret 


American operations in South- 


east Asia)，or their identities 
might be discovered by other 
Vietnamese in the camps who 
Imay have reasons for seeking 
revenge. Such was the case of the 
high-ranking Vietnamese general 
who headed the South Vietnam- 
ese Secret police who was im- 
mediately processed out of the 
camp and sent to Canada for fear 
other refugees might find 过 pro- 
pitious to take matters into their 
Own hands. 

I have heard from a Chinese- 
Vietnamese friend who visited 
Camp Pendleton that the Chinese 
in the camp are being .denied 


equal treatment by the Vietnam- 
ese. The Chinese are denied ac- 
cess to the public address sys- 
tem; Vietnamese“leaders”have 
obtained teachers to teach Eng- 
fish to Vietnamese-speakers but 
no _arrangements have been 
made for Chinese-speakers; and 
Vietnamese thugs segregate the 
Chinese and supervise their 
movement within the camp. 
What does Lee have to say about 
Asian American “togetherness 
and unity”on this point2 

The American involvement in 
Southeast Asia left permarent 
wounds and scars on Asians and 
Asian Americans alike. To_ say 
that bombings，napalming，de- 


foliation，and tiger cages can be 


forgotten in the name of “recog- 
nizing a common bond and to be 
able to work together in common 
cause is capturing the essence of 
what being an Asian American is 
all about”is not only irrespons- 
ible but encourages blind faith. 工 
challenge Emory Lee to find ten 
Asian Americans who can agree 
on What 让 means to be “Asian 
American,” jet alone ask and 
expect Asian Americans to imn- 
clude newly arrived Asians to join 
in an .Asian American conscious- 
ness and unity.

June Quan，Ppresident of the 
board of directors of the San 
Francisco YWCA, testified on the 
need for new housing. The mayor 
commented,“Iwonder 让 most of 
that (housing density) isn't by 
choice，rather than circum- 
StanceS.” 

Quan indicated that as many as 
eight persons may share a single 
room in Chinatown. But Alioto 
responded:“I know of some of

Mayor Alioto has not done his 
homework,” and cited statistics 
on housing and population den- 
sity，from Alioto"s own staff re- 
ports，that “contradict” the 
IayOT.

A Chinese guitar has three 
strings and resembles a fretless 
banjo. Andthe four-stringed ful 
moon shaped mandolin” looks 
exactly like its name. The eight- 
holed bamboo flute，called a 妃 
produces two tones. Chinese 
lutes look like Western lutes, but 
the pipau is strummed so that al 
the strings sound simultaneously. 
Another Eastern istrument in 
the string section ls the tic 大 zz7， 
which resembles the hammered 
dulcimer that originated in Per- 
sia. It is a shallow wooden sound 
box with scores cf strings. The 
taicjzzz is Imounted horizontally 
on a frame and struck with two 
light slijps of bamboo. 

In the horn section，along with 
Western horns like the clarinet， 
there is a so7mza, a sort of Chinese 
clarinet that has a short wooden 
barrel and sounds ,Jike a bugle. 
The Pz7nzg&TL and semg are the 
most unusual instruments in the 
Chinese band. They are a kind of 
pipe organ made up of a bundje 
of bamboo (pzrgjzmz) or metal 
pipes (semg) of varied lengths 
which are mounted on a piece' of 
brass that has a mouthpiece. The 
seng has a huge variety -of 
sounds, made by a free-vibrating 
reed; sometimes t sounds like 
futes, sometimes like violins and 
always a littlje like a bagpipe. 
During the middle of the 19th 
century,a seng showed up at the 
Geneva World's Fair. .Someone 
saw it,，studied the free vibrating 
reed theory，and took the idea 
back home. That's how the har- 
monica and the accordion were 
invented.， Today the harmonica 
and the accordion are widely 
used in amateur performances 
throughout China.

Asian Imnmigration June 24. Most 


of the conference was focused on 


the resettlement of the Southeast 
Asian refugees. 
In .opening remnarks， 卫 dison 
Uno, lecturer at SF State Univer- 
sity，cautioned the audience that 
the fate of the refugees is inex- 
tricably tied to the Asian-Ameri- 
can community at large. He pre- 
dicted that many of these refu- 
gees will face the same employ- 
ment，social and. mental prob- 
lems that afflicted Japanese- 
Americans coming out of the 
World War I detention camps. 
He urged the federal government 
to take speedy action to release 
the refugees so they can lead 
Dormal lives in America. 


Mayor Alioto expressed his- 


shock at California state officials 
who“do not want to accept the 
Vietnamese because they are a 
threat to the job market.” Zero- 
ing in on Secretary of Health and 
Welfare Mario Obledo，Alioto 
commented, “IT can't believe 
Some of the things coming out of 
the mouth of Obledo 一 a man 
whomI respect.” 

Later in the 0 Work- 
shops were held on the adminis- 
tration of justice，education， 
health，housing，intercultural 
comrnunication， and manpower 
and economic development， But 
the mayor's conference Was criti- 
cized by Asian American repre-

Sentatives who said that the 
Asian American community had 
“Very little input”into the plan- 
ning of the conference and asked 
why those Asian Americans most 
directly involved in the delivery 
of services to immigrants were 
not included in the program:. The 
conference,- -they concluded， 
“Was non-productive because the 
agenda was So ]oose, without any 
Specific, concrete direction .” 
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in America and both parents 有 
they will never return to Viet- 
nam. The wife, though,，realizing 
she ran from disaster (Sheworked 
for an American company there)， 
doesn'tthink she has the courage 
to go back. The husband says 
they“fought for peace，but not 
for that kind of peace” that is 
there now. The two grew up with 
parents who taught them to be 
loyal to the South; now, there is 
no Way either would consider re- 
turning. “We are afraid to face 
that thing again.” 

Starting all over is not new to 
either Phuong Van Bui or her 
husband. Both have experienced 
total loss before, so life in Amer- 
ica _ Simply means to try again. 
They had heard before _ that 
America was“a good nation,， big 
and _ beautiful” and so far no- 
thing has dispelled that.“People 
have been very nice，we haven't 
Seen people bad to us at all.” 


Both want citizenship for the . 


entire family and hope that 
“Americans will become proud of 
our children.” 

Already，she has found a part- 


tme job typing，but Le Vynh ， 


Hoan hasn't had even one offer. 
He .concedes that his limited 
English prevents him from work- 
ing as a bank manager as he did 
in Saigon, but he hopes that soon 
a job that takes advantage of his 
background turns up. If not，he 
will take anything. A friend of his 


| who was a judge in Vietnam，for 


example， only expects to get 
labor work here， There is a 
tradition of .imnmigrants getting 
the garbage in the United States， 
and Le Vynh Hoan knows 让 . He 
can accept the situation，how- 
eVer，as he reasons that nobody 
here knows him，so nobody will 
Imock him 过 he takes work far be- 
neath his upbringing. 
DISTRESSING 

Ironically,，while Le Vynh Hoan 
can resign himself to those 
“rules”inthe U.S., itis distress- 
ing how many Americans resent 
his being here. Along with the 
other Vietnamese，WwWorkers see 
him as a threat to' their jobs. 
Phuong Van Bui answers that 
dilemma, claiming that“the refu- 
gees are just an excuse for some 
]azy people，Employers always 
have a higher priority for resi- 
dents, so 过 they're good workers， 
they will stay. In Vietnam and all 
countries, it's the same: all com- 
panies want to hire good employ- 
ees, whatever color they are.” 

In Saigon, divisions in color and 
Trace Were just as apparent as 
they are here. Vietnam has mil- 
lions of ethnic Chinese who are 
called Vietnamese，but Phuong 
Van Bui swears that “zwe can tell 
the difference.”Furthermore， 
Saigon's Cholan dwarfs San 
Francisco's Chinatown ,for in this 
district of over 500,00 _ people， 
many Chinese choose to live 
apart from the city's main popu- 
lation. She adds that“even with- 
in Cholan, there are many differ- 
ent kinds of Chinese. They have 
their own segregated cemeteries 
and restaurants，and the Place 
]ooks like Hong 玉 Rong.” 

CHINESE 

Actually，there is a very good 
relationship between the ethnic 
Chinese and Vietnamese other- 
Wise. In fact，Le Vynh Hoan ad- 
mitted that “half my bank cus- 
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tomers _ were Chinese， They do 
very good business; without 


-them， we wouldn't have any 


moOney. 

Le Vynh Hoan?s last picture of 
Saigon is of a confused，but con- 
fident city. “Up to the end， 
People were going to the moveis 
Or to restaurants， The War 双 aS 
40 mijles away and the goverD- 
ment just told us to fight hard 
because We Were in a good 
position.”She expressed Surprise 
that Vietnam fell so suddenly. 
“On the news, we Sawthatthings 
were bad，but we didn't think 
everything would happen so 
SOon 


SCHOOL 

Now,，in more ways than one， 
the“'future generation” is here. 
Because she speaks English wel， 
she has worked with her Ameri- 
can Sponsors to start a school for 
refugees who live in the area， 
The free school is named，in 
Vietnamese, “The Future Gen- 


eration.” It is directed at parents 


who need help and information in 
adjustment or communication， 
and at refugee children who must 
learn about where they came 
from，and to Prepare therm for 


.What's ahead. 


The school meets in the family 
house now，but she plans to ask 
for a public school classroom 
later on. There are ten children 
between 6 and 14 years old in the 
School now,，but as more fmailies 
move into the city，the class will 
SIrOW. 

Ultimately，the goal is to help 
make the children “good Ameri- 
can citizens， amnd to enable them 
to decide for themselves about 
everything thathappened in Viet- 
nam. She repeats that“our gen- 
eration is finished,” but she -is 
glad _ that “the Vietnamese will 
not have their famijlies broken 
and their children dead any-
